In the four Dialogues, that compofe the firft part of this 
Book, he examines whether the Earth, according to the Opinion 
of Ptolomy, and the Peripateticks, occupying the Center of the 
Work, refnains -immeveable, or whether, according to Pyzho- 
gords atta along time after him Copernicus, it turns with an ‘un- 
wearied Motion, together with the reft of the Planets, round the 
Sun that refts in its Center :..In-the Difputation our Author ufes 
this Method, he propounds the moft {pecious and ftrongeft Ar- 
gemans for both Opinions, yet leaves the Queftion undecided,

It was almoft 17 Years before thofé Dialogues were printed at 
Florence, that Galileus was cited to Rome by’ the Inquifitors, Azno. 
1615. and there accufed of having embraced a falie Opinion of 
the Immovablenef$ of the Sun and of the Motion, of the | 
which was contrary to the Chriftian Faith, and that he had taught 
it to his Scholars by Word and Writ , gy they excerpted 
from his Writings thefe two Propofitions, which they cenfur'd. 


Il. That the Sun is in the Center of the World, and immcve- 
able by Local Motion , is an abfurd Propofition, falfe in Phi- 
lofophy and formally Heretical ; becaufe wt is exprefly contrary 
to ibe Holy Scripture. . 

Il. That the Earthis not the Center of the World nor immove- 


able, but bath a Diurnal Motion, is likewife a faife and abfurd 
Propgition in Poilefopty and Lhclagity red es 
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» Therefore next Year Galileeus was ordered by a Decree of the 
fame Inquifitors to renounce that falfé Opinion, and not to de- 
fend it either byWord or Writing, or infinuate, it into the Mind of 
any Perfon, nor was he diffmifiéd till he promiféd to conform 
himfelf to this Order.. But when many Years after, the Book 
was publifhed, he was again cited before the facred College, 
aecuied and checkt more tharply and. feverely, becaufé though 
injoined to Silence, he lad rafhly broke it, being induced there- 
unto ge by his Ambition and his itching Temper after new 
Things. Wherefore he was not only condemned for Herefie, but 
was judged worthy of all the Punifhments appointed for fuch OF- 
fenders by the Sacred C A N O NS, and other General and ° 
Particular Conftitutions. NeverthelefS he was abfolved on this 
Condition, that he fhould fincerely and heartily recant his Er- 
rors before the Bar of the Inquifiton, and abjure the fame accor- 
ding to a form prefcribed them. And that he might 
not pafs altogether unpuni the Inquifitors thought fit to in- 
fli€t a {mall Penalty on him, which might ferve for an Example 
to others; and is as follows. 


© We ordain,that the Book of Dialogues wrote by Ga/ileus.Ga- 
‘ ileus be condemned by Publick Edi& ; but we condemn thee 
‘ formally to the Prifon of the Sacred College, during our Plea- 
~ © fare, and we command that as a faving Pennance thou doft for 
‘ three Years to come, repeat once a Week the 7 Penitential 
‘ Pfalms, reférving to our felves the Power of moderating, chan- 
* ging, or of taking away altogether or in part, theabovelaid Pu- 
* nifhment and Pennance.

mentary Bodies. -———-—— But this Opinion is exploded and 
that Dithormiry of Parts being removed, it’s demonttrared, That 
the Earth hath the fame ‘Perfettions, wherewith the other - Bo- 
dies are endowed that compote this Universe , Yea, that it is 
a moveable Globe.

After the Death of Targuinius Superbus , Funius Bratus 
chofé 300 0f thefé Knights to fill up the Places, that were 
vacant in the Senate by the Death of thofe who were cur off 
_ There were afterwards many of that Order, who came to 

great Honours in the Republick, and ag laft to the Contfulate, as 
Pompey, who of a mean Knight was created Confal. It was 
this Order that furnifhed in procefs of time the Governours that 
were fent to the new conquered Provinces, and inthe Reign of 
the Emperor Iitws, the Office of Caprain of the Guards: was 
exercifed by none but Knights, their Chief was called the Great 
Majier, as may befeen in Alexander ab Alexandro, and they 
were fo much efteemed that they acknowledged none Superior to 
them, but the Diétators and Emperors. 

This Honour of Knighthood hath had different Degrees of 
Encreafe and Diminution. It was principally obfcured when 
States fubmitted to an abfolute and independant Governour,’ un- 
ce — it happened that the richeft were efteemed the molt

The firft that inftirated an Order of Knighthood among 
Chriftians was the Emperor Conftantine the Great ; in which 
he was imitated afterwards by diverfe other Princes. Kings 
themfelves had fo great an efteem for this Dignity, that they 
were willing their Children fhould be created Knights by Foreign 
Princes, and that they fhould receive the Collar of the Order 
at their Hands. Henry Il. King of Exg/and was created Knight 
by David. King of Scotland, and the latter fent him in his 
turn his Son Malcolm, that he might receive the fame honour 
fromhim. Peter Kingof Arragon received the Girdle of ny od 
hood trom Pope Inmecent III. Alexander Son of VVilliam King 
of Scotland received the fame ftom-Henry II. King otf England. 
Our Author cites many Examples of this Nature. 

The Expeditions that were made into the Holy Land, gave 
ground to the Cuftom of Inftaling Knights by Ecclefiaiticks, 
who bleft their Swords and other Arms. This-at faft be-

The Rules obliged them 
principally to be well’ united together, to detend their Reli- 
gion, the Crown and the: Prince, and to prote& their Neigh- 
bours from all Harm.

ce, have conceived. For thofé Words mean no more, than 
that Fe/tws, in thofe Books De verborum fignificatione, had re- 
duced into an Epitome Verrius Falccus’s Books on the fame as 
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jet, omitting the old obfolece Words; but that he had ex. 
plained in another Volume, intituled , Prifcorum verborum 
chm exemplts , as well thofe that he had omitted in the 
Books De verborum frenificatione, as thofe wherein.he diffented 
from Verrixs. And that thefé Words can’t be underftood other- 
wile, they muft needs confefs who obferve, that Feftus in thefe 
Books De verborum ftenificatione, did not delignto reprehend Ver- 
rizs but in a very few Places, nor doth he ufé many obfolete 
Words, with which the Book, Pri/corum verborum cum exemplis 
was {tufted. 

Feftus’s Books De verborum fignificatione, were kept intire un- 
til the Reign of Charles the Great, at which time Paulus Dia- 
conus a Lombard, grievoufly curtail’d and corrupted them. For 
when Defiderixs, the laft King of Lombardy, was overcome 
Pulus was taken Prifoner by the Emperor Charles the Great 
and thought he fhould gain great Favour from the Conqueror and 
Pofterity if he abreviated Fe/tws, as Feftus himfelf had abbre- 
viated Verrius Flaccus. But the barbarous Man did fo mutilate 
and corrupt this Writer, a more ufeful than whom there was 
not in the Latin Tongue, thathe left us a CarcafS inftead of a 
Man, anda Man half dead inftead of a live one.

The fecond Book gives an account of what part the Duke de 
Montmorency had in the Wars of Religion which happened in his 
time in the Kingdom, :and alfo in thofe-of Ira/y. He reprefents 
him throughout.as an Undaunted Hero, who out-braved the 
greateft Dangers; and whofe Courage was next door to Rafhoe's. 
We find him at the fame time expos'd_to the Jealoufie of the Mi- 
nifters, who did him all the ill Offices they could, and ruining 
him by: degrees in the Opinion of his Soveraign, effected fo much 
at la{t,that the Duke becoming Criminal, rather out of Imprudence 
and Eafineis of Temper, than out of Malice, he could never ob- 
tain his Life, tho’ it was begg’d of the King by all the Perfons of 
Quality in the Kingdom, excepting the Cardinal de Rich/iex, who 
had, {worn his Kuine. : 

Lewis XIII. having made a Creation of Knights of the Holy 
Ghoft in 1619. the D. de Montmorency was ot the number, and 
had the honour to be named immediately after the Princes as the 
firft Duke and Peer of France. The Queen Mother having re- 
tir’d fome time after, diffatisfied with the Court, would have en- 
gaged the Duke on her fide, and fpar’d nothing that might bring 
him to that Refolution. It would naturally have feem’d. that he 
fhould have efpoufed the Intereft of that PrincefS to whom he was 
allied by his Wife: but he conftantly refus’d to enter into a Party 
contrary to his Duty, and.to the Intereft of the King his Matter, 
who receiv’d him but very coldly, when he went to attend him 
in Guienne, becaufe of the-ill Offices the Minifters had done him. 
The Conftable de Luynes, one of his fecret Enemies, gave him 
great proofs of his hatred at- the Siege of Montauban, where he 
expos'd him to the Places of greateft danger in order to have 
deftroyed him. | : at att Rue 
After feveral Vi€taries over, the Proteftants in Languedoc and 
elfewhere, he defeated the Rochellers by Sea, and retook the Ifle 
of Rhe from them. So many fervices, one would. chink, thould 
have been able to raze outof the mind of his Prince. the Bad 
Impreffions which the Favourites had given of him, but he was 

ickly convinced, that he was not ay ges that, for havin 

nanded the Government of the Ifle of Rhe,:,which his Office 

Admiral rather, than his particular Incereft inclined him to delise, 
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inform’d, that the Cardinal de Richie, and.dEffat, had labour’d : 
mightily to ruine his Reputation, not only with the. King, but 
with the Fleet, by means of certain Perfons who had betrayed 
him, and did all that was-poflible to difluade the Commanders of 
the Dutch Army from fighting under him. By which it is plain, 
that the Cardinal did not contult the Intereft of France any fur- 
ther than it-agreed with his own particular Paffions.. 

It was he who at laft perfiuaded the K. to have the Office of> 
Great Admiral executed. by Commiffion, under pretext of the 
Great Expence. it occafioned otherwife, ut: in truth to defpoil the 
Duke , and to inveft himfélf with. it under another Tirle as 
General of the Seas. It’s true that to appeafe the Duke a little, 
they promifed him a Million of Livres which was affign’d him upon 
the Town houfe of Parss.. Forthat fame endthe K. ordered the 
States of the-Province of Languedoc, of which the D. was Go- 


vernour, to be fupprefs’d, and to create thofe call’d Elects in their 
ftead.. Itis true, that the Eftates were re-eftablifh’d there fome 
time after, but-not with their former Authority. The D. was 
extremely blam’d for hisCornplaifance- towards the Cardinal on: 
this occafion, who, toruine him entirely in the good Opinion of 
the King, caufed.a-Report to-be {pread, that he wasin Love with 
the Queen. This obliged the Duke’s. Friends, .and particularly 
the Queen Mother, to advifé him to find fome pretext for Leaving. 
the Court, where during hisabfénce that Princef$ was fo fuccets: 
fal-in her Endeavours, that fhe perfiiaded the K. that that Report 
was a meer Impofture, and.invented.by. the D’s. Enemies on pur- 
pofe to ruine him. : | 
After the Wars of Itadj, where. the Dy had. the honour to Com: 
mand the Armies of France in Chief, and fignalized himfelf by 
fach- brave Ations as: are almoft incredible, he went to atrend the. 
Kat Lyons, where His-Majefty was fo fick, that his Life was 
de{paired of: That Prince order’d the D. to be call’d to him, 
and after having teftified: his fatisfattion in. the Services he had 
done the State, he recommended to him to-continue always the 
fame.

@hamber; went into that of the Cardinal; whom he found laid . 
along upon his- Bed, and melted into Tears, as a Man that faw 
himiel ere abandoned of all thofe who ador’d his Fortune. - 
» The D. feeing him in this Condition, forgot all the ill ae 
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had done hit, ‘and offered him his Perfon,Governthént and Eftate 
to 9 even to. the peril of his Life, and thofé of his Friends, 
the defigns of fuch as fhould attempt any thing againft him. This 
Example of Genérofity fortified that of La Villicre, Secretary of 
State, who joyned himflf to the D. de Montmorency for the I 
teretts of the Cardinal, and in conjunétion with him Lifcovered a 
the Cabals of the oppofite Party, “and laid Poft-horfes upon the 
Road ftom Lyoas to Marfeilles, to fave the Cardinal in cafe.of 
the i death. 

This Important Service made but little itnpreffion epon the 
Cardinal’s hard heart ; his Fortune ballanciig between Fear aid 
Hope, his Fall or his Confirmation, becaufé of the great Quar- 
rels he had with the Queen Mother, made him refolve to 
affire himfelf of all his Friends on this Important Occafion. He 
order'd one to write to the D. of Montmorency to come to Court, 
where his prefence was abfolutely nécefflaty for him. The D. to 
whonr it was fignified that hé {hould hot omit this opportunity: 
of obliging the Cardinal, by making himfelf Mediator of all the 
Differences that had happened betwixt him and the aie Mo- 
ther, communicated the Letter to ‘his Wife and other nndents, 
who advifed him to Temporizé till he faw to which fide Fortune 
would betake her lf, but that he ‘fhould fet out fos 
Court, and ftop by the -way 6n preététice of béing ill. Fortune, 
which declared ne felf for * ert at ieee of tie, Danes 
Arrival, occafionéd himn to have ieveral apprehentions, which he 
found afterwards to be too well grounded. The Cardinal, from 
whom this could not be conceal’d, received his Excufés with fo 
very friuch cold that the D. foon perceived he had procured 
himfelf an Itreconcifeable Enemy by this Temporizirg.

It’s:true that the Revenues of a Lord are reckoned by 
the Number of jhis Vaflals, but, it’s becaufe of the Tax and Ser- 
vice he exacts from them, which faves: him the Entertaining of 
Labourers, and Plows but to the Subfidies of the State, or for the 
Service of the Republick, the Peafant pays nothing, the. Lords, 
Gentlemen andEcclefiafticks, who compofe the three States, bear 
all the Burden of that. It’s true indeed that the Peafant cannot 
leave his. Lord to ame live with another, or if he do, he may

a greater Wound to Amyntor’s Caufe,than He or his Friends imagine, 
For to flight and contemn an Author, argues him De/picable, and 
his Treatife not worth Anfwering, which is a Severe tho’ Tacite 
Reply. But that that Gentleman might not think Ais Amyntor Uin- 


an{werable, our Author has enter’d the Lifts with him,and offers to 
to prove the Cavon of the New Teftament againft the Doubts and 


Cavils rais'd by Mr, Tos 4. , are 
The Sum of the Difpute between him and Amyator, our Author 
has given us Himfelf at ne wes pe hawt és which, giving 2 
Fufl-tho’ Short Account of the whole Controverfie,we think proper 
to infert in the Author’s own Words. The Conteft between them 
is partly concerning the Books of the Cazen, which have been re- 
ceiv’'d and own’d by all Chriftians, and partly concerning thofe of 
the Catalogue, which Amyntor has fet down at large; and concern- 
ing which (as our Author obferves in the Beginning) he is of a dif- 
ferent and contrary Mind, in divers part of his Book: fometimes 
complaining that they are not receiy’d into the Canon of the New 
Teftament; and at ype ifpute them a and Spurious 
i The Abftra&t of the Difpute runs thus; 
sph The Canon, Amyntor fays, (1.) All the Authors of the Cam 
non, were wholly firangers to one anotber’s Writings. . Qur Author 
proves on the contrary, That Afark’s Gofpel is but an Abridgment 
of the Gofpel by Matthew; that, Saint Luke (in the firft Verits 
of his Gofpel) commends the Gofpels of Atatthew and Adark : that, 
Saint Jobr approv'd the Gofpels of the three former Evangelifte, 
and wrote his Gofpel only by way of Supplement to theirs: that, 
Saint Peter commends the Epiftles of Pav!, =~ cage a ats : 
rat ey were commonly read, and a bad ule made of them. 
wearer uns One Bb bbb by

by fome: and That,the Catholick Epiftles (by Fames, Peter, Fude and 
John ) the Epiftie to the Hebrews, and the Revelation; being written 
either to whole Nations,or toall Chriftians,were certainly publifh’das 
foon as written. (2.) Amyntor farther urges, T hat, at least-the Clergy 
and Churches were unacquainted with the Books of the New Teftament,till 
130 Years after Chrift. Againft this our Author proves, That they 
were quoted by al] the extant Writers of thofe Times; by Barua- 
bas, Herma, Ignatius, Polycarp, Clemens Romanus: and by fome not 
extant, as Papias of Hierapolis in the Year 110. . That, the Four 
Gofpels, the Atts, Revelation, Catholick Epiftles, and Epiftle to 
the Hebrews, being written for General Information, or to whole 
Churches or Nations, they were written to be publifh’d, and pub- . 
lifh’d as foon as written: and that, ’tis a very ‘precarious, and 
withal] an unreafonable Suppofition; that the Clergy and Churches 
were ignorant of the publifhed Books of their Religion. That, the 
contrary in Truth is evident: for as carly as Fu/tin AZartyr’s Time, 
the Churches entertain’d a Reader (befides the Deacons, Presby- 
ters; and Bifhop) who read the Old and New Teftaments, to the 
Affembly. (3.) Amyntor fays, That it was impoffible,; when the Books 
of the Canon first appear’d, to diftinguifh them from Spurious Gofpels,  - 
Aéts, Epiftles and Revelations, which were alfo entit?'d to the Apoftles. 

To this the Author in this Treatife replies, That there was nothing — 
more obvious or eafie to the then Churches, than to diftinguifh them 
with abfolute Certainty, by their Agreement or Difagreement 
with the: Do@rine and Hiftory of our Saviour; which thofe 
Churches had but juft before receiv’d by Word of Mouth, from 
the Apoftles, and other Firft (Miraculous) Preachers. tor 
adds, (4.) That different Copies were fhewn of all the Canonical Books, 
from the very first : the Nazarens and Ebionites had a Gofpel of Saint 
Matthew, different from ours; the Marcionites of Saint Luke, and 
of the Epiftles of Sasmt Paul. To this our Author anfwers, That, 
Marcion was fo ingenuous as to retraét his Vitiated Copies of Saint 
Paul’s Epifties, and of Saint Lwke’s Gofpel : That the Copy of Adar- 
thew us'd by the Nazarens, was (fay the Ancients) gAnpicurp, 
most Perfett: and that the Ebionires Copy, being probably Saint 
Marthew’s firft, or Hebrew Edition of his Gofpel, did indeed want 
the two firft Chapters; and in Time they. had added fome Tradi- 
tional Memoirs, from the Witnefs of fome Difci that had feen - 
the Facts, and knew the Perfons. (5.) or fays, That rhe 
Books of the Canon were imputed by fome v Zfanie Seéts of Chri- 
ftians, nor to the Apoftles whofe Names they bear ; but either to Hereticks, 
eo 
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‘or to a Set of Half-Fews and Half-Chriftians, who had written them only 
from Hear-fay and flying Report. In oppofition to this, our Author 
has evinc’d, That only the Gofpel of ‘ohn was ever miflay'd: and 
that the Alogians foon faw their Error in this Cafe; not only re- 
ceiving that Gofpel, but receiving it alfo (with all other Sets and 
Churches). as Saint Fohu’s. That the AManichées (the other confi- 
derable Se& of Chriftians intended ‘in the ObjeGtion) own’d our 
Four Gofpels, the Epiftles of Paul, all the Catholick Epiftles, and 
all other Books of our Canon: In fhort, That Amyntor certainly 
(and inadvertently enough) miftook the meaning of the Author, 
(Fauftus the Manichée) whom he alledg’d. (6.) In the laft place, 
tis urg’d by Amyntor, That the Philofopher Celfas complains that the 
Chriftians bad -alter’d their G ofpel three er four,or more times. This Ob- 
jection our Author confiders diftin@ly and particularly, and fhews 
that Ce//us meant this of the Copies of Afarcion, and of Valentinus 
and Lacanus: which were never us’d in the Churches, but at their 
firft Appearance were detected, and rejected by all Churches. 

Thus much for the Canon, as to the Books of the Caraligue drawn 
by Amyntor, the Sum of the Controverfie between him and our Au- 
thor upon that Head, is as follows. (1.) Amyntor faith, That many 
of thefe Books have rather been fupprest by the ftrong eS? fide in the Church 
than lost: and that probably they were the Genuine Works of the Apoftles. 

Here our Author grants, That divers of them’ might be the real 
Works of thofe, whofe Names they bore; and that our Lofs of 
them is to be regretted: but the whole Body of Learning has fuf- 
fer’d sxttenael) the Lofs of fome of the Beft Books in every 
Science and Art. Notwithftanding (adds he) the Reafons alledg’d 
by the Ancients againft AZany of theni, are fufficient to convince 
us, That, there was juft caufe to flight, and even fupprefS them. 

(2) Tis objected by Amyztor, That the Epifiles of Barnabas, Izna- 

tins, Polycarp, Clemens Romanus, and the Paftor of Hermas, were 

eftecm’d by the Ancients to be as good Scripture, as any part of the New 

Teftament , That they were receiv’d by the Joundest of the Ancients ; 

who at the fame time rejetted divers Books of our prefent Canon, namely 

the Revelation, the Epiftle to the Hebrews, the Epiftle of Jude, the 

Second of Peter, and the Second and Third of John. In oppofition 

to this, our Author has produc’d the u onable Teltimony 


f the Ancients, to prove, That thefe le i ¢ 

we always receiv'd by the Generality of Ciitirches and Chri ftians ; 

and that when they were own’d in the Council of Laodicea, twas 

on very good Grounds ; on 74 ea Reafons which convinc’d ’em af 
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the Genuinenefs of the other Books: of the. New- Teftament. As. 
to Barnabas, Ignatius, Polycarp, Hermas, and Clemens Romanus, they 
were confider’d, indeed, as pious and well-minded Compofitions.; 
but were read no otherwife, but as we now. read in our Churches . 
the Apocryphal Books of the Old Teftament: which for all that we. 
direftly deny to be Divine Scripture. , 

(3.) Laftly, Amyntor objets, That the Principal (Anti-Nicene) . 
Fathers quoted divers Gofpels, Epiftles, and Abts of the Catalogue, gs. 
Scripture, and Canonical: and this is all thar can be faid for the’ Books 
of the Canon, and more than can be truly faid, for fome of them. In. 
anfwer to this, our Author has produc’d the very. Words of thofe 
Fathers ; by which it appears, That they never cite the Books of. 
the Catalogue, as Divine Scripture : and in reciting the Books of the. 
true Scripture-Canon, and of the Apoftles, they always omit all 
the Gofpels, and other Books of the Catalogue. He grants How- 
ever, that, the mere Terms Scripture and Canonical, were at firlt 
apply’d to all EccYefiaftical Books, that were judg’d Orthodox ; as. 
alfo to the Apocryphal Books of the Old Teftament ; to diftingnifh 
them from the Moral Pieces of the Heathen Philofophers: but, that.- 
the (alledg’d) Fathers have made us know the great difference, they . 
put between mere Scripture, and. Divine Scripture, between Cano- 
zical and Infpired. : 

Thus have we given You an Account of our Author’s Profecu- 
tion of this Difputation, in his own Words: and upon the whole, 
we cannot but obferve, How fair an Antagonift Ainyztor has had;, 
One who makes no Perfonal Reflexions, who grants him all that can 
reafonably be granted, and oppofes only.the Authority of the Fa-. 
thers.to his wild Objetions and Affértions. ‘Tho’ he feems-to. 
bear hard upon him, at firft, for his formidable Dedication of his 
Book to the Ghofts of Hell, &c.. Yet at the End of his Treatife, he. 
fhews. that he is not fo much an Enemy to Amynror’s Perfon, as he is 
to his Errors.. : :

Script relating to the D. of Leeds,which may be had fingle ot the Bool. 
feller, to fupplythe firft Edition. . "Tiseafie to fee by the very Title- 
Page what the Author aims at; and that he isa bold Writer, and 
{peaks his Mind freely,and fears no body. His chief D-fg".is to ferye 
the Government,to eafe the Publick of theBurden of Land-Taxes,to 
propofe other Ways and Means to .fupply the Deficiencies of the 
Parliamentary Fonds,.and that by refuming the Grants that have 
been made of the forfeited Eftates in Exgland and Jreland. 

We thall not enter into the Detail of this Difcourfe,nor prefume 
to draw an entire Abftraét of it; but all. we propofe is to give, 
Firft a General View of the Author’s Performance; which has made 
fo great a noife in the World; and then a more Particular Account 
of what he treats on concerning the Romans, as falling more, pro- 
perly under our Province, in Difcourfing of The Works of the 
Learned. | 

In the General, ’tis to be obferv’d, That our Author has divided 
his Treatife into Five Sections. The Firft Section is a large Intro- 
duétion to his enfuing Difcourfe, at the clofe of which he acquaints » 
the World what Reafon and inducements he had to handie this -

King’s Crown ‘and Dignity : And that when thofe Lands - no ) 
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venues had been parted with$ ‘which were allotted for his, and the 
State’s Service, Parliaments have feldom fail’d to Relieve and Re- 
ftore his Affairs by Acts of Refumption. In the Fourth Seétion, he 
fhews how our Anceftors have handled fuch Minifters of State, as 
in Breach of their Truft, did prefume to procure to Themfelves 
Grants of the King’s Lands; of which he produces feveral Re- 
markable Inftances: And he farther fhews how both this Nation, 
and other Countries (particularly the Romans, the Scots, and the 
French) have proceeded with thofe who did imbezzle, or convert 
to their own Ufe the Revenues of the Prince. In the laft Section, 
he ftates the prefent Deficiencies in divers Fonds, and offers feveral 
Reafons why the Forfeited Eftates in /reland, ought to be apply’d 
to the Payment of the Publick Debts... In order to the Clearing up 
of this laft Head, he propofes to examine into, and ftate the follow- 
ing Points: (1.) How far it is confiftent with the Honor of a 
Prince, to defire and promote a Refumption by AG@ of Parliament. 
(2.) What Intereft the People of England have in the Lands granted 
away, and efppecially as to the Forfeited Eftates in Ircland., (3.) How 
 farin an A& of Refamption, it is juft and reafOnable to look back- 
wards. Thus much may faffice to give our Readers a General 
View of the Author’s Performance. | 
We thal] now proceed toa more particular Account of what he 
has deliver’d in the Second Section, concerning the Management of 
the Romans, as to this Matter: wherein he undertakes to fhew thefe 
Particulars: 1.) “How the Greatnefs of the Romans took its Rife 
“from the Thrift that was fhewn in all Matters relating to the 
“Publick: (2.)/That this Wife Nation made almoft every Foreign 
“Expedition bear its own Charge : ‘(3.) That the belt of their Em- 
*“ perors were the more Frugal: (4.) That fuch Emperors did not 
“look nponthe Treafure and Revenues of the State to be their own, _ 
“and abfolutely at their Difpofal,; but always thought that the 
“ Publick,and the Common-wealth,had an Interelt in it: (s5.) Lait- 
“ly, That when the Treafure and Revennes of the State were ex- 
“ haufted by Shaner it made way for the Invafions of the Nor- 
““ thern People, and at laft produc’d the utter Ruin of the Empire.” 
This is the Scheme of what our Author treats of in the Second Secti- 
on,which he proves all along by Matters of Fact,taken out of the Xe- 
man Hiftorians. ore Wl 
For the illuftrating of the firft of thefe Points, he fhews how Va- 
lerins Publicola was the firft,that lodg’d the Publick Mony of Rome in 
the Temple of Satarn ,; where two forts of Treafire were pote 
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the one in daily Ufe,confifting of Tributes and Ordinary Payments ; 
and the other, call’d Aurum Vicefimarium, which was not to be 
touch’d but in cafes of ‘the laft Neceflity: That as the Empire ex- 
tended, the Romans were more follicitous to t a Publick Stock, 
in order to eafe the Plebeans of the Burden of axes: And, That 
the Commanders, both by Sea and Land, were very faithful in 
bringing the Spoils gain’d by War into the Common-Treafury ; 
never thinking, till fometimes after the Panick War, of growing 
Rich by the Spoilsof War; and that they who did it were Men who 
hatch’d wicked Defigns againft their Country; of which number 
our Author reckons Marius, Sylla, Pompey, Cefar, and Lucullus. 

For the Proof of the Second Point he produces feveral In- 
ftances of vaft Sums, from time to time brought into the Common- 
Treafury, as Tributes exacted from feveral Conquer’d Nations. 
Thus Fabritins, having conquer’d the Lucani, Brutii, and Samnites, 
befides a Rich Dividend made among his Soldiers, brought into 
the publick Treafury, 400 Talents. So Scipio, treating with the 
Carthaginians,oblig’d them to pay 10000 Talents to the Roman State 
in 50 Years time; befide which he brought into the Treafury 
100033. pound-weight of Silver. Again, T. Owintins Flaminins, 
in his Treaty with King Philip,oblig’d him to pay to the Roman Stare 
1090 Talents, one half in hand, and the other in equal Payments 
for 10 Years together. Befides thefe, he produces feveral other In-. 
{tances of this Nature, which are too long to be inferted. 

For the Proof of his Third and Fourth Particulars, he mentions. 
Angufius, Tiberius, Velpatian, Nerva, Trajan, Adrian, and Anto- 
ninus Pius,who were Very frugal ta the Management of the Publick- 
Treafure, left great Sums behind them, and made a great deal of 
Difference between the Publick Revenues, and their own Private: 
Patrimony. 

Laftly, To evince his Fifth Particular,he tells us of Caligula,Nere, 
Vitellins, Domitian, Commodus, Fulianys, Antoninus Caracalla, and 
other profufe Emperors, who by their Prodigality,fquander’d away: 
the Publick Revenues, gave the firft Rife to feveral Vicesand Enor-- 
mities, open’d a door to the Invafion of the Goths and Vandals, and ; 
fo compleated the Ruin of that Vaft, and once Glorious Empire. .

“ that in Reafon can be expected. (4.) That this Objeion is too

“fons at length.. (6.,) In the laft Place, he anfwers to the Doétor’s 
Objection in his own Words, quoted out of his Treatife, p. 187. 

In the Tenth Chapter, our Author examines the three Opinions 
of Tertullian, concerning this Matter; which areas follow: (1.) He 
aflerts the Senfibility of the feparate Soul; That it is of its felf ca- 
pable of Rewards and Punifhments,is actually in fome meafure com- 
forted, or tormented before the Refurrection. (2.) He feems to 
aflert a quite oppofite Doctrine, viz. That the Soul is not capable of 
fuffering without the Body ; and this he makes the Reafon of the 
Refurrection.

end’ of each Volume, is annex’d'a Colle@tion of feveral Letters to 
Sir 1”, Temple trom the Chief Perfons-employ’d either ac Home or 
Abroad, in thefe Tranfactions, and during ix Years courfe of his 
Negotiations ; and particularly many from the Famous Dutch Pen- 
fionary John De Wer. . 

It cannot be expected that we fhould run through the whole of 
thefe Letters ; we fhall only juft give a General View of fome few 
of the moft Material of them, leaving the reft to the farther Per- 
ufal of our more Inquifitive Readers. | 

His Firft Letter is to his Father, Sir Yohn Temple, Mafter of the. 
Rolls of Jreland ; wherein he acquaints him with his Leaving Eng- 
land, and the Defign upon which he was fent to the Bifhop of AZu- 
feer, with a Character of that Prince. 

In his Letter to the Lord Arlington, dated Oétob, 13. N.S. 1665. 
from Braffels; he gives him an Account of the Conference that he 
had with the Marquifs De Caffel-Rodrigo, then Governor of the Spa- 
nith Netherlands: tells him, That the Biafs of the Marquifs’s whole 
Difcourfe was to fhew, they had no great need of the Englfh Afli- 
ftance, at the fame time, they prefs fo much to be affur’d of it; and:

To gratify the Curiofity of the prefent Age, our Author here 
prefents us with a large Hiltorical Account of the Court of Por- 
rugal, under the Now Reigning King. We pafs by the Preface, and 
come to the Treatife it felt, which is divided into Two Parts. 
The firft Part is compris’d under Eight Chapters : and the Second 
under Five.

particularly his putting a ftep to thofe frequent Robberies and 
Murdefs,commited before his Time; his Management of the fone | 
Revenues to the beft Advantage, his Frugality in furnifhing his 
Magazines with Stores, and his Care in reducing the Coyn of 
that Kingdom to its juft Standard. As for the other moft confi- 
derable Tranfaétions of his Reign, he fays,, they will fall under 
fome of the following Heads, and therefore all he adds in this 
Chapter, is, “ That the King of Portugal is an abfolute Prince, ha- 
“ving the Legiflative, as well as the Executive Power in his Hands. 
“ For the Royal Edi¢ts have the force of Laws; and a Colle&ion 
““of Thefe, is as much the fame thing there, as our Statute-Book 
“is in England ; where thefe fail, the Civil Law takes place. 

In the Second Chapter, our Author treats of the publick Reve- 
venues of Portwgal, and the Forces of that Crown by Land and Sea. 
Here he firft gives us an Account of the Intrinfick Value of the 

veral Coyns of this Nation; and then tells us, That the Revenues 

ie chiefly from Cuftoms, Taxes, Monopolies, Rents belonging 
so the Orders of Knighthood, and Monies rais'd purely by the 
Pope’s Bulls. Of each Branch of thefe Revenues, our Hiftorian 
trcats diftin@ly, and enlarges upon the laft Ways and Means of 
raifing of Money for the ufe of the Portuguefe Crowir; which is by 
the Pope’s Bulls. Thefe Bulls are retail’d out (it feems) to the 
People, under the Names of, The Bull for the Living; The Bull 
of Compoiition; and, The Bull for the Dead. Of each of thefe, 
our Author gives us a very pleafant Account, as of the Price that 
. is pay d for them by the People, according to their different ‘Qua- 
lities and Circumftances. He fhuts up this Chapter, with an Ac- 
count of the King’s Forces both by Sea and Land, of their Number 
and Pay. 

The Third Chapter informs us at large of the King of Portugal’s 
Firft Queen, AfariceElizabeth-Francoife de Savoye, marry’d firft to 
his Brother Dom Alfoxfo VI. and then after a Divorce, to the 
prefent King. And here We have, intermix’d a particular Ac- 
count of all the Remarkable Tranfaétions and Intrigues, carry’d on 
during -difonfe’s Minority, and after his taking the Government 
- into his own Hands :- We are likewife inform’d of the Mifinanage-. 
ments and Crimes imputed to that King, and.of the Reafons of his 
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being depos’d ; of the twa great Factions headed, the One by the 
Young Duke of Cadaval, Dom Nuxo Alvarez Pereira, and the 
Other by Dom Luis de Vafeomecellos, and Soufa Conde de Caftelmelor. 
We have a Charadter given Us of thefe two great Minifters of 
State, whofe Interefts were fo oppofite, that like two Suns they 
could not both fhine at ence in the Portugal Court; but as foon as 
One arofe, the Other was fore’d to remove. After a lone Ac- 
count of the troubles of Al/ox/o’s Reign, and of the Ouarrels he 
had with thednfante his Brother ;. We are at laft told of the vaz 
rious Methods and Steps taken to depofe the King, to put up his 
Brother as Prince-Regent, and to ftrike up a Match between the 
Queen and the Infante ; of which Marriage was born withia the 
firft Year, the late Infanta, of whom our Author treats in a-di- 
{tinct Chapter. 
~ Inthe next Chapter, We have an Account of the late Queen of 
of Portugal, Maria-Sopbia-Elizabeth, Daughter of Philip Wiliam, 
Duke of Nrezbourg, and Elector Palatine of the Rbime. Her Cha- 
racter was quite different from that of the former PrincefS: She 
feldom or never intermeddled with Matters of State, being ad- 
vis'd, it feems, by her Confeflor, Father Leopold Fue/s, a Jefuit, who 
came along with her from Germany, never to concern herdelf with 
the Government. The principal Parts of her Charaéter, were her 
ereat Piety, and fingular Devotion, that efpecially which fhe pay’d 
to the Famous St. Francis Xavier, whom fhe preferr’d above all the 
Saints in the Roman Calendar, if the Jefuits may be credited in the 
cafe. Of her Devotions to this Saint, our Author gives us a plea- 
fant and diverting Narration, and fets down in their full lei 
fome parts of an AddrefS made to the ‘Queen, by Padre Balthafar 
Duarte, Procurator-General at the Court of Lisbon for the Jefuits 
of Brazil, when he prefented Her Majefty with the Life of Xavier, 
compos’d at Her Requett, by the Famous jefuit, Amonio Vieira, one 
of the Greateft Men, that ever the Society produc’d in Portugal. 
He concludes this Chapter with an Account of that general Regret 
which her Deatlicaus’d to the whole Nation. But the Pennances 
doiie upon her Death, accordimg to fome Letters come lately trom 
Tisbor, having fomething in them extraordinary, We beg Leave 
to infert the Relation Of them, for the Satisfaction of the more Cu- 
rious Readérs. Tiel Letters therefore fay, “That one of the

“ King went one Night Bare-foot, quite up to Noftra Senhora da 
“* Graca, which ftandeth upon a fteep Hill, at the furtheft end of the 
“Town: That he went in the fame manner nine times to the Ca- 
“¢ thedral Church, at a confiderable Diftance from the Palace, and 
“fome part of the way very rugged: And, That all the little 
“ Princes were carry’d in a Coach without their Shoes and Stock- 
“ings, to Saint Roques, the Jefuit’s Church where Yavier ftands, 
“and when they came near the Church, went a little way upon 
“their Feet; and having faid their Prayers for their Mother, re- 
“turn’d upon their bare Feet to the Coach again. 

In the Fifth Chapter, is a fhort Account of the Queen-Dowager 
of England, acquainting Us with her Retrenching her Family and 
Court, laying afide.all Oftentation of State and Grandeur, and al- 
tering her Directors in Spiritual: Matters, from thofe of the Fran- 
cifcan Order, to thofe of the Jefuits. 

The next Section treats very particularly of the late Infanta of 
Portugal, Donna J/abel-Luifa, who was born Faz. 6, 1669. fworn

_Jn the Seventh Chapter, an Account is given of the King of Por- 
tugal’s lifwe, by his Second Marriage: which are Dom John, who 
died within feventeen Days; Dom Yoaon-Francifco-Antonio-Bento- 
Bernardo, the King’s Eldeft Son living, born Oéfob, 22, 1689. and 
fworn Heir to the Crown, by the Three States of the Kingdom, 


Detemb. 1, 1697. Dom Francifto born 25, 1691. Dom Ante 
mio born Afarch 14, 1695. Donna Therefa-Francifca-Fofepha, born 


Febr, 24, 1696. Dom Evsanuel born in 1697. and another hawt 
naim'G. 
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nam’d Donna Maria-Xavier-Fofepha, born the beginning of the. 
Year 1699. Befides thefe, his Portuguese Majefty has acknowledg’d 
one Natural Daughter, whofe Mother has been reported to have 
been imploy'd about the Palace, to fweep the Lower Rooms. This 
Young Lady (our Author fays) was bred up in a Monaftery, till 
the Year 1695, when the King beftow’d her in Marriage, upon 
the Eldeft Son of the Duke of Czdaval, to the great Diffatisfaction 
of the Nobility.
